Seth Gordon, executive secretary 
of the commission, said today the 
members would consider the com­ 
plaints late this week 
Defending 
the antlerless deer. Gordon .said: 
“Past experience has shown th a t it 
requires from four to eight hunters 
to assure the removal of one deer in 
a three-day season." 
The commission's claim that dam - I 
age to crops and lack of natural food 
necessitated the anterless 
season 
aroused sharp opposition from the 
Adams county ^oortsmen and north 
central division of the Federation of J 
Sportsmen. 
“T here may be a 
few 
sections 
where this is true but several of the j 
counties were pretty well cleaned J 
out of deer a few years ago." replied | 
Secretary J. H. Barkley, of Punxsu­ 
tawney. for the organizations. 
The special season on antlerless 
deer or doe and young bucks has 
been fixed for November 25-27. Spe­ 
cial licenses will be issued after Oc­ 
tober I to applicants who asked for 
$2 penults beginning September 15 
Gordon said 25.000 applications I 
have been received for licenses 
“We are trying to advise hunters 
to confine their efforts to wooded 
tracts where the deer are encroach­ 
ing on farm?! and drifting into out- j 
lying patches." he said. 
“It will be much better for the 
sportsm en if the deer is kept back 
in its own domain, we're trying to 
give the small game hunter a break. \ 
too. m any sportsmen say they can’t 
go rabbit-hunting without the dogs j 
chasing after deer. The deer eat so j 
much of the underbrush there is no 
cover left for small game food 
“This will be nothing to what it 
was in 1935, however, when 
every I 
county was opened without restric- j 
tion for doe hunting 
Tile commis- J 
sion has decided not to throw the 
season wide open again. We w-ould j 
prefer to take 
a few at a time in­ 
stead of building up for an awful 
slaughter."

the last season on doe.

28 (A P).—A hotel 
bellboy’s m eager description of a 
m ysterious m an in a gray cap of­ 
fered th e only prom ising clue today 
to th e kidnapers of w ealthy and 
aged C harles S. Ross. 
T he m an talked to Ross in a S yca­ 
more, Illinois, hotel a few hours be­ 
fore th e 72-year-old retired g reet­ 
ing card m an u factu rer was ab d u ct­ 
ed on a highw ay a few m iles west 
of C hicago S atu rd ay night. 
No dem and for ransom had been 
received by th e victim 's d istrau g h t 
wife. 
T h e kidnapers’ silence en g en ­ 
dered a belief th a t Ross m ight have 
died from shock. 
He h ad suffered 
from h e a rt disease. 
T he 
conversation betw een Ross 
and th e m an w earing a gray cap oc­ 
curred a t th e F argo hotel w here the 
form er had dined w ith his one-tim e 
secretary, M iss Florence F ieihage, 
44. 
Cecil V andem ere, 19-year-old bell­ 
boy, said th e m an approached him 
in th e lobby an d pointing a t Ross 
ask ed : 
“Do you know who th a t is? 
He 
looks like a m an I used to know." 
V andem ere 
replied 
he 
did 
not 
know th e elderly m an. 
L ater he 
told j)olice he w as unable to tell 
w hether Ross a n d th e stran g e r were 
acquainted. 
C apt. D aniel G ilbert, chief of th e 
state's a tto rn e y ’s )x>ltce, said the m an 
m ay have been a spotter for th e 
three kidnapers who forced Ross out 
of his car and carried him off in 
their own. 
"I am convinced th a t th is was a 
real kidnaping but th a t it was ac ­ 
com plished by am ateu rs,” C ap tain 
G ilbert said. 
Miss F reihage said Ross had no­ 
ticed a ca r following them on the 
50-mile trip to Chicago and had 
stopped to let it pass. T h e pursuing 
car stopped an d a youth about 20 
emerged, covered them w ith a pis­ 
tol and said: 
“T his is a snatch. 
My boss told 
me to bring you along.”

FEDERAL RESERVE SYSTEM 
REVISES REGULATION 


T he board of governors of the Fed­ 
eral R eserve system h as issued, ef­ 
fective O ctober I, a general revision 
of regulation “A” governing dis­ 
counts an d advances for m ember 
banks by F ederal R eserve banks. 
T he regulation lists specifically the 
following classes of assets th a t may 
be accepted as collateral for ad ­ 
vances by F ederal R eserve banks: 
Securities defined by th e com ptroller 
of the currency as eligible for in ­ 
vestm ent by natio n al banks, loans 
on stocks m ade in com pliance w ith 
th e board’s regulations, m ortgages 
and loans insured under titles of th e 
national housing act, debentures and 
bonds issued by federal hom e loan 
banks or under au th o rity of th e fed­ 
eral farm loan act, bills, notes, and 
revenue bonds and w arra n ts issued 
by states or o th er political subdi­ 
vision, obligations issued or draw n 
for the purpose of financing real 
estates, and obligations Issued for 
th e purpose of financing th e sale of 
goods on an in stallm en t basis.
